In the superior court, yesterday morning 
at 10 o'clock, before Judge McCutchen, the 
case of the state of Georgia vs, Carl Mitch- 
el] was called for trial. This case is known 
throughout the city as a 

‘THE BASE-BALL MURDER,” 
but is not a case of murder, for, upon an 
vestigation of the facts, the grand jury 
only found a true bill for involuntary man- 
elaughter. The parties to the affair were 
young men and well connected in this com- 
munity and the case has been the topic of 
considerable comment inallcircles. It was 
a most unfortunate affair and at the time 
drew forth the most universal expressions 
of regret from the friends of all the parties. 
A CROWDED COURT-ROOM, 
Early yesterday morning the court-room 
began to fill up with one of the largest 
crowds of the term. Many of the people 
present were parties summoned as state's 
jyrors, but back of them were the eager and 
curious faces of a host of spectators. Prom- 
inent among these were scores of boys and 
young men, many of whom had been school- 
mates and associates of the two unfertunate 
ac tors in the fatal occurrence. These young 
spectators took a strong interest in all the 
proceedings, and could aot suppress a buzz 
ef comment when the youthful defendant 
entered the court-roomm., 
CARL MITCHELL, 
who is thus put upon trial for his liberty, 
eame into court with his father and counsel. 
He was rather pale, and had an anxious, 
troubled look, as though no friendly assur- 
ance could quite take away the dread of the 
prteal hpon which he was entering. He is

young man; never saw him but in one dif- 
ticulty; he could knock a ball pretty far; 
do not know how strong he was; I think he 
was 21 years old.

How Senator Ransom Defended The 
South. 


Wasuineton, December 17.—The follow- 
ing is a fuller synopsis of Mr. Ransom’s re- 
marks yesterday : 

Mr. Ransom hoped the senator from 
Maine (Mr. Blaine) would pardon him, but 
he did not think the senator used a peaceful 
argument when he declared that there 
never had been a fair election in the south.

The senate, during the morning hour, on 
motion of Mr. Windom, took up the con- 
sular and diplomatic appropriation bill, 
subject to acall for the regular order, it 
being Blaine’s resolution, which came ove; 
from yesterday. Mr. Windom, in explana- 
tion of the bill, said as it came to the sen- 
ate it appronsmases $1,045,755. The senate 
committee had added $482,100, and as now 
reported from the committee, the bill ap- 
propriated $50,800 less than estimates. The 
committee had restored the salaries of the 
ininisters at Great Britain, Russia, France. 
Germany, Spain, Austria, [taly and other 
places (cut down by the bouse of repre- 
sentatives, )so as wo provide that these min- 
isters should receive the amount of com- 
pensation now fixed by law. The various 
amendments proposed by the committee 
were agreed to witheas discussion. 

The bill was then read the third time and 
passed. 

Mr. Windom, (Connecticut), chairman 
of the appropriation committee, reported 
with amendments the pension appropria- 
tion bill, which was placed on the calen- 
dar. 

After the morning hour, the senate re- 
sumed the consideration of the resolution | 
of Mr. Blaine, making inquiry whether the 
rights of any citizen were violated in any 
of the states of the United States at the re- 
cent elections.

THE CIRCUMSTANCES

Mitchell, in striking 
Lawshe, was supposed to have intended 
only to cause him to release his friend and 
cease his attack upon him. 


THE ARRAIGNMENT. 
At 10 a.m. yesterday the case was called 
for trial. Cari Mitcheil stood up before the

Mitchell held the bat and struck with both 
hands. 
John Holbrook, William Gregory, Scott 
Thornton, John T. Classet and John Hol- 
lingsworth were examined, and gave testi- 
mony corroborative and cumulative of the 
main. facts, It was shown that Mitchell 
said he did not know what he was doing 
when he struck Lawshe. 
The evidence for the state was not con- 
cluded, but will be at an early hour this 
morning. 
The probabilities are that the testimony 
will be concluded late to-day. ‘The defense 
have a number of witnesses. 
Court adjourned to 8:50 a.m. to-day, when 
the trial will proceed.

A Treasury View of the Relative Value 
of Gold and Silver Coin, 

W «suineton, December 17.—A comimuni- 
cation from the secretary of the treasury 
was daid before the senate te-day in response 
to the resolution of Mr. Beck,adopted by that 
body on the 3d instant, calling for informa- 
tion as to the amount of silver coin received 
for customs dues since the beginning of the | 
current fiscal year, and whether it has been 
applied to any extent to the payment of the 
interest on United States bonds, and if not 
so applied to state the reason why. The 
secretary transmits a report made to him 
on the subject by the treasurer, and adds: 
Under existing laws, gold coin, or standard 


silver dollars, may be used in the payment 
of interest of the public debt. The law 
does not direct which shall be paid, but 
leaves this to the discretion of the depart- 
ment, to be exercised upon consideration of 
the public policy, aad the practice as stated 
by chethonsucer of allowing the public cred- 
itor the option of the form and denomina- 
tion of the money in which he shall be paid 
has thus far been observed.

THE official reports of Virginia show 
that the Moffett register yielded in Rich- 
mond, from September, 1877, to December 
1, 1878, the sum of $55,650. The amount 
realized throughout the state was about 

900,000. This is less than was claimed 
for it when it was before the two houses, 
but is more than has been expected at 
any time within the past six months, and 
is two or three times as much as the 
old license plan produced. There is 
now very little active opposition to the 
law. Atthesame time it must be said 
that evasions of it are very common. 


Mr, Buaine overlooked some facts in 
his speech. He neglected to state that 
Massichusetts and Michigan return nine- 
teen republican congressmen and but one 
democrat, though the figures show that 
51 per cent. of the voters in those states 
are anti-republican.

On April 29, 1866, the 
joint committee of fifteen on reconstruc- 
tion in the thirty-ninth congress, of which 
Thaddeus Stevens was chairman, re- 
ported to the housea joint resolution pro- 
viding for an amendment to the constitu- 
tion, which was substantially what is now 
known as the fourteenth amendment, 
save the third section, which was as fol- 
lows: “Section 3. Until the 4th of J uly, 
in the year 1870, all persons who volun- 
tarily adhered to the late insurrection, 
giving it aid and comfort, shall be ex- 
cluded from the right to vote for repre- 
sentatives in congress and for electors for 
president and vice-president of the United 
States.”” This feature of the amendment 
received the ardent support of leading 
republicans, including Mr. Blaine, who 
spoke in its favor. The house adopted 
the resolution, with the section included, 
by a vote of 128 to 37, Mr. Blaine’s vote 
being in the affirmative. Happily for the 
welfare of the country, the senate, on 

‘motion of Mr. Reverdy Johnson, struck 
out the section by a unanimous vote.

Hon. Absalom H. Chappell. 

In the death of Hon. Absalom Chap- 
pell, of Columbus, to which brief refer- 
ence was made in our news columnsa 
few days ago, the state loses one of its 
most prominent and valuable citizens. He 
was aman of large intellect, liberal cul- 
ture and generous impulses. Fortunately, 
™efore his death he had projected and 
completed a monograph on the history 
of Georgia which includes some of 
the most interesting periods, 
Probably no other citizen 
of the state was so well prepared by habit 
and taste to perform this work, and to 
say that he performed it well would be 
to pay avery mild compliment to one of 
the most interesting series of historical 
essays ever contributed to the literature 
of astate. We allude to this now be- 
cause it is never too late to pay a tribute 
to the memory of aman who has con- 
tributed so effectually to the preser- 
vation of the annals of Georgia. His 
articles upon “The Yazoo Fraud” and 
“The Pine Barren Swindle,” are, per- 
haps, the only connected and coherent 
accounts that we have of these notorious 
events. These pamphlets, printed seria- 
tim, and having, no doubt, a small circu- 
lation, will come to be regarded by the 
historian of the future as among the 
most valuable documents in the records 
of the state. The essays are simple 
and vigorous in style and are written with 
the conscientious carefulness of a man 
who seemed to be aware of the fact that 
he was contributing to the future rather 
than to the present.

There he remained unmolested 
four days; on the fifth day forty-five men, 
“armed to the teeth,” marched to the 
jail, broke-down the dungeon doors, took 
the prisoner therefrom and completely 
riddled his body with bullets, leaving 
him, in the words of the Democrat, “dead, 
“dead, dead—a ghastly spectacle upon 
“the prison floor.” 

The victim of the mob was a murderer 
beyond a doubt, but he went to his death 
unsgitenced and unhung. We very 
much regret that the Democrat defends, 
or at least excuses the acts of the mob. 
In no view of the case can justification or 
palliation be found for their acts. They 
did themselves, their county, their state 
and their race.a wrong. Their own con- 
seiences will testify as to the first, and a 
reputation of lawlessness will establish all 
the rest. Their victim would certainly 
Nave been hung, and one hanging is cer- 
tainly better for the prevention of crime 
than a dozen lynchings. 

Not one of the men who followed the 
negro to his; death has been arrested, 
as. far as now appears, nor have 
any steps been taken to ascertain who 
were the leaders of the movement that 
substituted men’s uncertain passions for 
the certain operation of the laws of the 
commonwealth. If this kind of work 
ean occur without effort on the part of 
those whose duty it is to see that the ma- 
iesty of the law is maintained, then, in- 
deed, have we reached a condition that 
does not justify us in casting stones at the 
people of Breathitt or of any county on 
the frontier. In the case before us, we 
have nothing to say in behalf of the pris- 
oner. He undoubtedly deserved death, 
hut for the community’s sake it should 
have come atthe hands, not of a mob, 
but of the law.

While the stalwart organs of the north

Though 
he had both talents and learning, and had en- 
joyecd much of success, there was neither in his 
conversation nor bearing on any occasion the 
slightest parade of himself. He rarely ever men- 
tioned himself, even historically. We would ex- 
pect to find with such characteristics a general 
truthfulness, and this he certainly had. He was 
in the fullest sense a reliable man. What he 
promised might surely be counted upon. If he 
agreed to pay money, he paid itto the uttermost 
and cheerfully. If he incurred obligation of any 
kind, he*”acceptedfit as the measure of inexorable 
duty. He held, too, in delicate regard the rights 
of others. While thusa keeper of covenants himself 
and an observer of the just claims of others, he was 
strict in enforcing his contracts and quick to repel 
encroachments. He was withal a proud man and 
a self-reliant one. His pride, however, was of 
that kind which forms a reserve force in our na- 
tures, and appears in a protecting self-respect and 
in resistance rather than a mere display. He 
thought for himself and decided for himself. 

was extraordinary for him to consult with any 
one, and suggestions from others about his own 
affairs were usually displeasing. He accorded 
freely to others the same high prerogative of think- 
ing for themselves. No man was more tolerant. 
His sense of rightand his philosophy alike for- 
bade him to be a partisan or an extremist. His 
tastes, when he was free to indulge them, were 
for retirement and contemplation. Books, so far 
as earthly sources were concerned, were his chief 
companionship and solace. Helivedin the midst 
of them. His reading, ordinarily, was of a serious 
character More than all, and above all, religious 
books were the subjects of his daily perusal. He 
was fond, however, of a certain kindly, quiet hu- 
mor, such as that which lies half hidden in the 
pages of the Spectator and the sketches of Irving. 

Nothing deserves to be more mentioned of James 
Clarke than his character as a usefnl citizen and 
a Chpistian man. In the active part of 
his life he was the warm friend and ar- 
dent advocate of xil enterprises for 
the reformation and improvement of mankind. 
In him, social order, education, temperance and 
religion found a faithful champion. He was ready 
to serve them at a moment's warning with hand, 
and speech. and purse. Asa Christian, he was re 
markable for his implicit belief in the Scriptures, 
accepting them as certainly the revealed will of 
God. More than half a century ago he became a 
member of the Baptist church,and from then till his 
lips were sealed in death never did he do otherwise 
than cling to the Bible as wholly and gloriously 
true. Such a faith bore a rich fruitage. It was this 
that made his old age, as he frequently declared, 
the happiest period of his life. Many years before 
he died he divested himself of all care of property 
and business. With faculties graciously preserved 
to enjoy in peaceful retirement 
the  gratifications of life, and with 

the serenest outlook into the great hereafter, he 
said he had never been so pleased as since he had 
come to be an old man. But it was as the shadows 
of the final hour gathered about him that his 
faith shone most resplendently. All the loving 
ministrations of faithful wife and affectionate 
children, who stood an unbroken circle of sorrow 
around the bed of the dying patriarch, were 
there to smooth and illumine his declining 
pathway, buthe had consolation and comfort for 
other and better than these. Just before he ex- 
pired, he said to one near by, ‘I recognize myself 
as a sinner under the law, but I trust the grace of 
Christ,’’ and then repeated, with much delib- 
eration and emphasis, as if he felt deep down in 
the heart the fullness of solace with which the 
sublime sentence is bursting, these words: ‘‘For 
we know thatif our earthly house of this tab- 
ernacle were dissolved, we have a building of 
God, a house not made with hands, eternal in the 
heavens."’ A few more feeble heart-beats, now 
and then a broken respiration, and, just as the 
light of parting day lingered for a moment on the 
earth, the trustful soul, which a little before 
gazed with such yearning eyes from its frail ten- 
ement to that enduring edifice, was a happy 
dweller in the ‘“‘building of God.”’ 


Thurman and the Ohio Governorship.

In response to a direct question whether he will 
consent or not, Judge Thurman says: ‘To every 
person who has suggested to me that ] should be 
our candidate for governor I have replied that I 
could not consent. The more I have reflected on 
the subject, the better satisfied I am that the in- 
terests of the party do not require me to make 
that race, and certainly my own well-being re- 
quires that I should not undergo the trial and 
strain of mind and body that a canvass for that 
office would necessitate. Besides there are very 
worthy men of the party, either one of whom 
would make a good candidate, and whose friends 
desire their nomination; and it would be an un- 
gracious thing in me to interfere with their pros- 
pects. There are other and very strong reasons 
why I should not be the candidate, but it is un- 
necessary to state them. Indeed, itis with reluc- 
tance that I say anything upon thesubject, for 
there is a seeming presumption in the declination 
of a thing that has not and may never be offered; 
but in as much as some of our papers have come 
out for my nomination, and lam informed bya 
letter from a friend at Columbus, received this 
morning, thatitis rumored that they have done 
so with my approbation, it is proper for me to say 
that such is not the case, and that my mind is 
firmly made up not to run for the governorship.” 
The correspondent asked him next if this deci- 
sion was Anal and irrevocable. Thurman’s re- 
joinder was: ‘‘Itis final. I cannot subject my- 
self to the strain of such a canvass. I have just 
gone through a canvas which few men of my age 
would have atiempted, and I donot feel thatit 
would be justice to my physical condition to so 
soon’ go through another equally as exciting. 
Again, how preposterous for me to say thatI will 
accept a crown which is not offered!”’
